On May 16, 2012,1 spoke with Darin Dedo, the resident of the trailer that was entered by BBRA 
Scott Gribble on February 29, 2012. He is identified as the Victim on Kenwick Police 
Department Case No. 12-06209. 

I spoke with him to inquire about the issue of whether or not it was possible for someone 
standing outside of his trailer to see into the living room as reported by Scott Gribble. He advised 
that there was sun shade blinds on the windows and that they were down during the incident 
involving Scott Gribble. 

I also learned from Darin Dedo that he has a pet Doberman and it is trained to attack on 
command. He made the comment that he did not tell the dog to attack the intruder because he 
thought the intruder might be a police officer. 

I asked him to provide responses to the same questions via e-mail. I received his e-mail when I 
returned to work on May 21, 2012.
